As  Chairman  of  The  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Literary  Arts,  I  ai 
pleased  to  submit  the  annual  report  for  1985-86,  our  second  such 
report  and  the  first  one  representing  an  entire  year  of  operation. 
Early  in  the  year  we  were  pleased  to  open  the  Foundation's  first 
permanent  office,  located  on  Kensington  Road  N.W.  in  Calgary. 
From  this  office  our  newly  appointed  Executive  Director,  George 
Melnyk,  was  able  to  make  contact  with  interested  individuals  and 
organizations  in  the  literary  arts  community  and  make  them  aware 
of  our  support  programs. 

Foremost  among  our  achievements  for  tne  year  was  the 
inauguration  of  our  competition  for  grants  to  those  organizations 
and  individuals  who  are  either  involved  in  or  are  promoting  the 
literary  arts  in  Alberta.  The  first  grant  run  was  held  in  May  and  it 
was  followed  by  quarterly  competitions  thereafter.  Because  these 
were  the  first  opportunities  for  those  anxiously  awaiting  the 
availability  of  these  important  funds,  the  Board  had  to  deal  with 
numerous  deserving  applications,  and  over  the  course  of  the  year 
awarded  a  total  of  $860,358.  Already  we  have  seen  some  of  the 
results  of  our  support  with  the  appearance  of  a  growing  number  of 
Alberta  authored  and  published  works,  innovative  literary  arts 
projects  taking  place  in  Alberta  libraries  and  the  opportunity  for 
those  in  some  of  our  province's  more  remote  areas  to  participate  in 
readings  and  workshops. 

These  first  grants  were,  of  course,  only  a  beginning  and  throughout 
the  year  the  Board  of  the  Foundation  worked  hard  at  analysing  and 
modifying  our  programs  to  better  meet  the  literary  arts 
community's  needs.  As  a  result,  we  are  certain  that  Alberta's 
population  will  be  well  served  as  the  Foundation  continues  to 
mature  in  the  years  ahead.

The  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Literary  Arts  operates  under  the 
authority  of  the  Cultural  Foundations  Act,  Chapter  C-40,  Revised 
Statutes  of  Alberta  1980. 

Note  2  Significant  Accounting  Policies 
Depreciation 

Depreciation  is  recorded  using  the  straight-line  method  at  the 
following  rates: 

Office  furniture  and  equipment  -  15%  of  original  cost 
Computer  equipment  -  25%  of  original  cost 
Changes  in  financial  position 

A  statement  of  changes  in  financial  position  is  not  provided  as 
disclosure  in  these  financial  statements  is  considered  to  be 
adequate. 

Note  3  Comparative  Figures 

Inasmuch  as  the  Foundation  came  into  operation  on  November  1, 
1984,  the  comparative  figures  include  only  the  five  month  period 
to  March  31,  1985  and  have  been  reclassified  where  necessary  to 
conform  to  1986  presentation. 

Note  4  Approval  of  Financial  Statements 

These  financial  statements  were  reviewed  by  management  and 
recommended  for  approval  by  the  Board. 


The  goals  of  The  Alberta  Foundation  for  the  Literary  Arts  are: 

—  to  promote  the  literary  arts  in  Alberta; 

—  to  provide  people  and  organizations  with  an  opportunity  to 
participate  in  the  literary  arts; 

—  to  support  and  contribute  to  the  development  of  the  literary 
arts  in  Alberta;  and 

—  to  support  and  contribute  to  the  publishing  and  marketing  of 
the  literary  work  of  Albertans  by  assisting  and  developing 
library  services  and  the  book  and  periodical  industry  in  Alberta. 

The  Foundation  was  established  by  the  Government  of  Alberta  in 
1984  and  receives  funding  from  the  Western  Canada  Lottery 
(Alberta  Division)  to  a  maximum  of  $1,000,000  per  annum. 
The  Foundation  uses  the  majority  of  its  annual  income  for  grant 
purposes.
